TELL-TALE LICENSE PLATE 
IN NEU MURDER CASE LONG 
BURIED IN SHERIFF’S OFFICE 


and Later When 


Found in Meramec: River, Had Been Used on 
Stolen Cadillac Which Egan Gangsters 
Drove When They: Held Up Mail Truck 


Constable—Would Have Been Valuable 
Evidence at Trials—Never Produced.

OSCAR JOHNSON S 
BEATEN IN HOLDUP 
NEAR ST. ALBANS 


Attacked by Two Men and 
Slugged When He Re- 
sists—Taken to Barnes 
Hospital for Treatment. 


Oscar Johnson, 27 years old, son 
of Mrs. Irene W. Johnson of 38 
Portland place, and of the late Os- 
car Johnson, one of the founders 
of the International Shoe Co., was 
robbed and severely beaten today 
by two men \ ho held him up and 
took possession of his Cadillac au- 
tomobile, three miles from St. Al- 
ban’s, Mrs. Johnson’s estate on the 
Missouri River. 

Johnson is in Barnes Hospital, 
suffering from severe scalp wounds, 
a deep laceration of the lip and a 
loosened tooth. Two men are held 
at Clayton, on suspicion of the rob- 
bery and attack, which had _ the 
aspect of a possible attempt at kid- 
naping. 

Johnson left his mother’s estate 
about 11:30 a. m., to drive to the 


Portland place _ residence. He 
drove over Melrose road, which 
leads from the St. Albans place 
to Manchester road. On Melrose 
hill, three miles from St. Albans, 
and within the boundary of St. 
Louis County, two men in a Ford 
coupe stopped Johnson. 

The men told Johnson, he said 
later, that they were out of gaso- 
line, and on this pretext both 
climbed into the front seat of the 
Cadillac and overpowered him. 

Keeping him on the front seat 
between them, the robbers con- 
tinued toward Manchester road. 
As the car passed Melrose. store, 
those in front of the store saw that 
the men in the seat were strug- 
gling. 

Johnson, resisting the man who 
sat on his right, imterfered also 
with the driver, and a short dis- 
tance from the store sttcceeded in 
landing a heavy kick on the dash- 
board, breaking the. ignition key 
and stopping the car. 

The men tumbled out with John- 
son, and struck him with a sawei- 
off shotgun and a revolver, weap- 
ons which were later found near 
the road. He fled from them into 
a cornfield, and got through the 
field to the home of R. F. Stern. 
After telling the Stern family 
who he was and what had hap- 
pened to him, Johnson was driven 
to the city and to Barnes Hospital 
by Harvey White of Alton, IIL, 
who was visiting relatives in the 
neighborhood. Johnson told White 
the story of the attack on him, 
and said the men had taken his 
money, which was only a small 
amount—at the hospital it was 
stadted that it was between $5 
and $10. 


NEGRO TAKEN FROM JAIL IN 
LOUISIANA AND LYNCHED 


Masked Mob,at Pointe a la Hache 
Cows Sheriff With Guns and 
Takes Prisoner.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 3.—Jailer 
L. T. Fontenelle at Pointe a la 
Hache, a remote town 35 miles 
down the river from New Orleans, 
reported today that early Sunday 
a mob of masked white men had 
overpowered him and had lynched 
a Negro prtsoner.

The strange circumstances of the 
discovery and subsequent disap- 
pearance of a stolen automobile 
license plate used by members of 
the Egan gang in the $260,000 mail 
truck robbery April 2, 1923, were 
related to the Post-Dispatch*yester- 
day by thefman who found the 
plate in the Meramec River and 
the officer who took it to the 
Sheriff's office at ‘Clayton, where 
it dropped out of sight for 20 


months. 

As has been shown in the Post- 
Dispatch, the mail truck rob- 
bers and their confederates 
speeding in from Fenton 
probably with the stolen 


bonds, the night after the robbery, 
were stopped by Deputy Constable 
Edward P. Neu of Carondelet 
Township. In order to avoid being 
arrested and searched while armed 
and in probable possession of the 
contraband, the gangsters wantonly 
killed* Deputy Constable Neu, aban- 
doned the stolen Gadillac they had 
used in the mail robbery and fled 
into St. Leuis in another car, the 
driver of which fired the shot that 
actually killed Neu. 

The murder of Deputy Constable 
Neu still is carried in county rec- 
ords as a mystery. Following pub- 
lication in the Post-Dispatch last 
Thursday, of the salient facts of the 
killing, Prosecuting Attorney Harry 
Castien of St. Louis County has 
started a new investigation, and 
has announced that if the facts 
warrant, he will issue informations 
against the killers or will present 
the case to the grand jury. Castlen 
was not in office when the murder 
was committed. 


Tells of Finding License. 
The license plate was found by 
George T. Meyer, 3862 Botanical 
avenue. Meyer, now a real estate 
dealer, was Manager and part own- 
ed of the Lyric and Capitol thea- 
ters at that time. He hag pur- 
chased a clubhouse on the south 
side of the Meramec River at Fen- 
ton, about a block west of Gravois 
road. It was one of his first Sun- 
day ou.ings at the place, some time 
in May, 1923. 

“We had a dock at the river be- 
low our place,” he recalled, “ana 
the water was fairly low. Fifteen 
feet off the dock, it was only about 
knee deep. I went in the water 
and stepped on something sharp. 
It cut my heel and I went down to 
see what it was. I thought it was 
a clam shell. 

“But it wasn’t. It was an auto- 
mobile license plate. bent into a 
U shape. I took it out and put it 
on the steps to the coitage. Later 
Deputy Sheriff James P. Slevin 
came along and I turned it over to 
him. He noticed it was for the cur- 
rent year and said he thought his 
office would be able to use it. A 
long time later I read in the paper 
that it had been used in the mail 
robbery.” 

How Deputy Sheriff Got It. 
Slevin, “policeman of the Mera- 
mec River’’ for the last 15 years, 
first as a Deputy Sheriff, and now 
as a Deputy Constable, stopped 
at Meyer’s cottage that day in line 
with his regular duty. 

“Meyer wasSea newcomer,” he 
said. “I didn’t know him. So I 
stopped by his place to get ac- 
quainted more than anything else. 
I introduced myself and we talked 
a few minutes and then I said, 
‘Meyer, what the hell are you do- 
ing with that license plate?’ ‘Oh,’ 
he said, ‘I meant to tell you. I just 
found that in the river. I stepped 
on that and cut my heel. I’m just 
fixing it now.’ It was his left heel, 
I remember. 

“Well, I saw it was from the 
current year. So I took it along, 
and called up police headquarters 
in St. Louis. I got the automobile 
bureau and I asked the clerk who 
answered the phone who it was 
owned that license. He told meit 
was the license number of the Cad- 
illac car used in the mail truck 
robbery. Now, this was in May, on 
a Sunday, the latter part of the 
month, long before the trial’of the 
mail robbers. 

“Well, I told him this was Jim 
Slevin at Fenton. I said I had the 
plate ang it would be at the Sher- 
ifff’s office at Clayton. He asked 
me when and I said, ‘On or before 
9 o'clock tomorrow morning.’ 
“That night I wrote out a de- 
tailed report about where it was 
found and who found it and what 
the St. Louis police said it had been 
used for. The next morning | took 
the report and the plate in to, the 
Sheriff's office and suggested that 
the postoffice inspectors ought to 
be notified, 

“I’ve been sorry since that I 
didn’t notify them myself.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 3.— 
Cole County officers and local po-, 
lice, acting under the direction of | 
Prosecuting Attorney Nike Sevier, 
today began arresting all convicts 
found outside the Missouri Peniten- 


tiary without guards, in a move by 
Sevier to compel the prison author- 
ities to send guards with all con- 
victs assigned to duties outside the 
prison walis. 
Four were arrested this morning 
and taken to the Cole County Jail. 
Sevier said no charges would be 
filed against convicts arrested un- 
der his order, but that they would 
be held in the county jail until 
prison authorities came after them, 
Sent Protest to Governor. 
Sevier recently sent a letter to 
Gov. Caulfield, saying he had re- 
ceived complaints from residents of 
Jefferson City that numerous con- 
victs were allowed outside the 
prison walls without guards, and 
that some of them apparently were 
free to roam about the city at will. 
The Governor referred the letter to 
the State Penal Board for action. 
The action was precipitated when 
two unguarded convict truck driv- 
ers stole a prison truck last week 
to run away from the prison. They 
abandoned the truck near Califor- 
nia, Mo., where they compelled a 
woman to drive them in her car to 
Kansas City. There they kidnaped 
a taxicab driver and forced him to 
drive them to St. Joseph, Mo. They 
were apprehended in Omaha, Neb. 
Sevier said it was his opinion 
that, under the law, the prison au- 
thorities could not permit convicts 
to work outside the prison without 
guarding them. ‘“‘The commitments 
provide for confinement of these 
convicts and the prison officials 
are negligent in letting them out 
of the prisqn without guards or su- 
pervision,” Sevier said. “We _ will 
continue arresting such convicts un- 
til the practige is discontinued.” 
Prosecutor Tells of Complaints. 
The Prosecuting Attorney said he 
had received complaints about the 
actions of unguarded convicts. Most 
of them are truck drivers and 
chauffeurs. He said one man re- 
ported a convict had followed his 
daughter and another reported a 
convict in a large prison car had 
driven past his home seven or eight 
times in an hour, attempting to at- 
tract the attention of a girl seated 
on the porch. 
Sevier said other reports had 
been received of unguarded con- 
victs congregating at resorts in the 
city, or visiting friends or members 
of their families residing here, 
when they were supposed to be 
working. Several burglaries here 
in recent years have been attrib- 
uted to convicts. 
“The peopie of Jefferson City 
are entitled to protection from 
convicts and they can’t be pro- 
tected if convicts, sent here for 
crimes elsewhere, are permitted to 
go about the city at their own will,” 
Sevier said. 


The summer uniform of the con- 
victs consists of khaki trousers 
and white shirts. Except for a 
narrow black stripe along the side 
seams of the trousers and a num- 
ber stamped on the trousers and 
shirt, the clothing cannot be dis- 
tinguished as a convict uniform, 
About 600 Work Outside Walls. 
Approximately 600 of the 4500 
convicts in the Missouri peniten- 
tiary are assigned to duties outside 
the prison. All but about 50 of 
them are guarded, although in 
some instances 40 or 50 convicts 
are under the supervision of one 
guard. 

Of those outside the prison, 
about 300 are working on construc- 
tion of the new intermediate re- 
formatory near Jefferson City,. 
about 150 on the prison farms and 
the others at miscellaneous tasks, 
Warden Leslie Rudolph today 
said he had not determined wheth- 
er he would send after the corr- 
victs confined in the county jail. | 
“We let them stay in the jail 
for a while,” Rudolph jokingly re- 
marked. “If enough of them were 
arrested and put in the. jail it 
might relieve our overcrowding. 
And after they stay in the jail a 
while they probably would be bet- 
ter satisfied with the prison.” The 
county jail has been criticised by 
county grand juries on several oc-

Earlier today it had been re- 
ported that Col. Lindbergh would 
traverse the more southerly route 
by way of Great Bear Lake and 
Fort Norman on the MacKenzie 
River. Some Canadian airmen 
have expressed concern over the 
dangers of the northern route. 

“I would rather be in a plane 
than anywhere else,” Mrs. Lind- 
bergh told the 11 women inhabi- 
tants of Churchill who gathered 
beside their ship. “I feel safe with 
Charles at the controls.” 

Nights Growing Shorter. 


nights are getting shorter and the 
Northern lights more brilliant. 
Fhey had only five hours of dark- 
ness here last night and that period 
was made interesting for them by 
the spectacular play of the Aurora 
borealis.

LIQUOR LADEN YACHT

By the Associated Press, 
FAIRBANKS, Alaska, Aug. 3.— 


The monoplane “Fort Worth” land- 


ed here at 7:35 a. m. today, after 
failing in its second attempted non- 
stop Seattle-Tokio flight. 

The flyers, Reg L. Robbins and 
Harold S. Jones, and the refueling 
plane, manned by James Mattern 
and Nick Greener, had left Fair- 
banks last night, after a refueling 
here, and had planned refuelings 
over Unalakleet and over Bering 
sea. 

Robbins and Jones, explained the 
attempt had been abandoned be- 
cause the Fort Worth and the re- 
fueling plane became separated in 
the lower Yukon Valley in heavy 
fog. 

No word had been received here 
some time after the Fort Worth 
landed of the whereabouts of the 
refueling plane nor had any point 
having a wireless or telegraph sta- 
tion in the Nome region reported 
sighting the tri-motored plane. 

Robbins said he had circled ovér 
Fairbanks for three hours before 
being able to land because of bad 
weather. The ceiling was only 300 
feet. 

The flyers said the Fort Worth 
and its refueling plane never 
reached Unalakleet. Weather at 
Unalakleet was reported good but 
all other points along the Bering 
Sea coast had reported bad flying 
weather. 

The landing of the Fort Worth 

at Fairbanks was 26 hours 33 min- 
utes after their take-off from Se- 
attle yesterday. This was about: the 
same length af time the flyers 
were in the air on the first attempt 
to span the North Pacific early in 
July: Then they landed- at Sol- 
omon Beach, 30 miles east of 
Nome, after low ceilings, bad visi- 
bility and bumpy weather made 
final refueling contacts impossible, 
with the light motor then installed 
in their plane. 
The Fort Worth took off from 
Seattle yesterday at 7:02 a. m. and 
covered th 1650 miles to Fair- 
banks in 12 hoprs and 50 minutes. 
The first refueling was complet- 
ed in 50 minutes and the Fort 
Worth, with 200 additional gallons 
of gasoline aboard, swung off to- 
ward Unalakleet, weather condi- 
tions having proved more favorable 
there than at Nome, an alternative 
refueling point. The refueling plane 
landed, refilled its tanks to their 
full capacity and followed thé Fort 
Worth.

WEST ORANGE, N. des Aug. 3.— 


Thomas Alva Edison continued to 
display a marked improvement in 
his condition today. Dr. Hubert 8. 
Howe, the 84-year-old inventor’s 
personal physician, after spending 
the night at the Llewellyn Park 
home of the Edisons, said his pa- 
tient’s condition was “satisfactory.” 
He added, however; “I don’t think 
he will ever be out of danger.” 

“He looked fairly well,” Dr. 
Howe said, “and seems to realize 
his condition. Still, it would not 
take much to roll the balance. A 
collapse, ill as he is, might be se- 
- rious.”’ 

Dr. Howe’s bulletin issued at 8 
a. m. said: ‘Mr. Edison had a good 


night. He slept seven hours. He 
is mm excellent spirits and is taking 
more interest in outside affairs than 
he has for many years. His condi- 
tion seems to be steadily improv- 
ing.” 


Doctor Discusses Case, 

After issuing the morning bulle- 
tin, Dr. Howe said Edison seems 
“definitely improved, but he has a 
great deal of poison in his system. 
The uremic poisoning from which 
he is suffering is especially bad.” 

“The problem now,” Dr. Howe 
said, “is the adjustment of his diet 
so that it doesn’t affect any of the 
four diseases from which he is suf- 
fering, diabetes, Bright’s disease, 
ulcers of the stomach and the 
uremic poisoning. 

“His heart is functioning well 
and his pulse is normal.” The in- 
ventor, Dr. Howe said, was in “an 
astoundingly good frame of mind,”’ 
adding that Edison this morning 
asked to smoke a cigar, but his re- 
quest was refused. 

A bulletin issued at noon said 
there was no marked change in his 
condition, but that Edison was at 
his desk in the living room reading 
newspapers. 

A dehumidifying machine was 
installed in the patient’s bedroom. 
The inventor was having difficulty 
in properly passing off liquids 
through the pores of his skin. The 
dehumidifying apparatus would aid 
in correcting this. 

Among many. messages express- 
ing the hope of a speedy recovery 
was one from Sir Thomas Lipton. 

Charles, the inventor’s son, said 
his father was in “‘good spirits and 
feeling very chipyer.”’ 

Talks With His Doctor. 

Edison was up a bit yesterday 
and discussed his treatment and diet 
with his physician. Dr. Howe has 
described Edison as suffering from 
a combined attack of Bright's dis- 
ease and diabetes. 

A special police guard was posted 
about the Edison estate today to 
keep traffic moving. 

In a statement to reporters, Dr. 
Howe said Edison had been a dia- 
betic for many years and, although 
the condition was rather mild in 
nature, it complicated chronic 
Bright's disease. 

“The wear and tear of time has 
brought Edison to his present con- 
dition,” Dr. Howe said. “He has 
\been treated with insulin injections 
‘in a battle with the diabetes. He 
needs just the right amount of 
water and just the right amount of 
insulin, not too much of either, 
and his diet must be very care- 
fully watched. ®© 

“Edison has been suffering with 
ulcers of the stomach for the last 
20 years. He has had some pain. 
His Bright's disease flared up again 
two years ago when he suffered 
an attack of pneumonia.” 

Dr. Howe explained that Edi- 
son's organs had not*been Able 
satisfactorily to ridg his body of 
nitrogenous poisons. 

Inventor Greets Son. 

Charlies Edison, son of the in- 
ventor, entered his father’s bed- 
room and wrote a.message for htrfi 
saying: “You look 100 per cent 
better today." ° 

Edison, who is deaf, bepliea by 
throwing up both his hands in a 
typical Edisonian gesture and say- 
ing: “You mean 105 per cent bet- 
ter.”

It was directly in 
front of Meyer's. cottage,, which is 
about 75 feet from the water. Be- 
hind the .cottage is a road, and 
right across the road is the general 
store run by the late Max Simon- 
son, known as “Max the Tailor.” 


Ray Renard, Egan gangster who 
testified against the gang in the 

ail robbery trial whic’ resulted 
in their conviction, asserted on the 
witness stand that on “Dinty” 
Colbeck’s order he drove two mem- 
bers of the gang, Roy Tiptofi, 
“Dizzy” Daniels, to Simonson’s 
place the night after the robbery. 
There was talk at Simonson’s 
about “the bonds” and Renard 
said he was asked to “see” fellow- 
gangsters, including Tipton and 
Daniels, into the city limits so 
they could “ditch” the robbery car. 

At Simonson’s that night, Ren- 
ard testified, Simonson inquired 
what to do with the mail sacks 
and Tipton said, “Better throw 
them in the river or ‘burn them 
up.

Renard testified he drove in to 
town on the Gravois road in his 
car while “they” followed in the 
stolen Cadillac, which they had 
used in the robbery. 


The Cadillac failed to arrive at 
the city limits, he said, and after 
waiting there half an hour or 
45 minutes, he drove  »back 
part way, and upon seeing a 
crowd around the Cadillac, 
turned around and hurried into 
the city. This account has 
been disputed by two eye-witness- 
es of the killing of Constable Neu, 
who saw a car preceding the Cad- 
illac stop and back up after Neu 
stopped the Cadillac. It was the 
driver of the preceding car, “the 
lone man,” as the witnesses called 
hing who jumped out of his car 
after Neu had been wougded and 
sent a final fatal bullet through the 
officer's mouth, both witnesses 
said..These witnesses said there were 
four or five men in the Cadillac 
and that they escaped in the pre- 
ceding ‘car, abandoning the Cadil- 
lac at the murder seene. 


The eyewitnesses of the murder 
Say no car came up to the Cadillac 
and turned around. They say it 
was possibly five minutes before 
they carried Constable *Neu into a 
priest’s house nearby. They were 
within sight of the Cadillac all that 
time, and quickly thereafter the 
road became congested with cars 
stopping to see what had happened. 
This peridd of congestion contin- 
ued for another 10 minutes or 
more, or until the Cadillac was re- 
moved from the roadside and put 
in a shed. During this time they 
say it would have been impossible 
for a car to get through the jam 
and get close enough to the Cadil- 
lac to identify it, as Renard in his 
testimony said he had done. 

It developed the Cadillac had 


{been stolen from Dr. George T. 


Mehan, 4048 Flora place, and that 
the auto license swesequently found 
in the river and used on the Cadil- 
lac during the robbery, had been 
stolen from a-Ford car. 

Postal Inspector on Late Trail. 

“Now that was all I heard about 
the license for a long time,” Slevin 
continued his story. “The next 
thing I knew—I remember it 
well, it was a Friday and I was 
about to have lunch—was when a 
man cage to call on me.

Information that Slevin had 
turned the auto license over to the 
SWeriff's office reached Postoffice 
Inspectors anonymously after the 
mail. robbers were convicted at 
their second trial. 

The tell-tale license plate was 
taken to the Federal Building, 
where inspectors now are digging 
for it among the old records of 
the Egan gang mail robbery.

shore when the fire was discov- 
ered. 

From the Red Wing Club, a beat- 
ing organization, somegne noticed 
the smoke, and four launches set 
out for the burning ship. By the 
time police launches and a fireboat 
arrived, the 77 persons had been 
taken off. 

The five-man crew of the Usona, 


‘talded by firemen, extinguished the 


blaze before it did much damage. 

Sixteen amateur , Jersey City 
fishermen set: out for a day’s sport 
off Sandy Hook yesterday. Their 
dory capsized during a heavy 
ground swell, throwing the party

A coast guard patrol boat and 
several fishing boats rushed to the 
scene.

He 
was enjhusiastic about the possi- 
bility of our expedition doing valu- 
able work in the waters northwest 
of Spitzbergen. 

Our crew was entertained at din- 
ner Saturday night by the United 
States Consul. The Norwegian navy

up our boat and stow our equip- 
ment. All hands are living ashore 
in naval quarters while this is in 
progress.

Mahatma Gandhi, dedicating a 
Hindu Temple, described himself 
today as neither saint nor politi- 
cian, but as a social reformer. 

“I take a thousand times great- 
er interest in my work as a re- 
former than in politics,” he said. 
“If I dabble in politics it is only 
to stimulate my social activities.” 

Gandhi pleaded that all Hindu 
temples be thrown open to the 
country’s 70,000,000 “untoucha- 
bles,” declaring the sins commit- 
ted against the social outcasts by 
high caste Hindus had been re- 
sponsible for India’s failure to 
achieve self-Government. 

“It’s the memory of these sins 
which led me to include the re- 
moval of untouchability as a plank 
in the nationalist platform,” ‘he 
said. “God recognizes no differ- 
ence between the high caste Bra- 
min and the sweeper and neither 
should human beings. We shall 
not be fit for independence until 
we make untouchables equal with 
ourselves.”

R. W. KELSO DISCUSSES 
WINTER RELIEF NEEDS 


Thinks Requests for Aid May 
Be Double That of Last 
Year. 


Relief of the unemployed next 
winter will present problems which 
will challenge American institu- 
tions of law and government, Rob- 
ert W. Kelso, director of the Com- 


munity Fund, said yesterday dur- 
ing the Community Forum pro- 
gram broadcast by radio station 
KMOX. 

“The load of relief needs may be 
double that of last year,’ he said. 
“Certainly it will not be less than 
half as much again.” To meet the 
need, Kelso said, cities, with few 
exceptions, would have to appro- 
priate four and five times as much 
as they have furnished for aid, and 
private gifts would have to be 
twice as large as in other years. 

“But much of the need will not 
pe taken care of,” be said, “and 
that is where the gravest danger 
of this hardest winter in history is 
to come from. The first symptom 
of trouble will be riots. The whole 
gang of us will yell ‘communism.’ 
And we will be right, in so far as 
we define communism to mean dis- 
content with the existing order of 
things.’”’ 

Kelso quoted Gov. Norman of the 
Bank of England as saying recent- 
ly that “unless drastic measures 
are taken to save it, the capitalistic 
system throughout the world will 
be wrecked within a year.” Stuart 
Chase, American economist, was 
quoted as saying thatindustry will 
destroy itself unless a super-gov- 
ernment of industry by economists 
is set up. 

“The last 30 years,” Kelso said, 
“have built up more huge private 
fortunes and have seen more mis- 
ery among the common folk than 
the industrial age has ever pro- 
duced before. Over a half billion 
of people are getting to the point 
where they are saying they are fed 
up with an«-der of things that 
leads directly to the enrichment of 
the few and poverty fo: the rest 
of ‘us. 

“These same people have no 
idea of anything better, or even 
possible, that would improve the 
common welfare. They are illogic- 
al, but they are discontented. And 
when the peasant grumbles, the 
King has need to tremble. Yes, 
we have a tough winter ahead of 
us.”’ 

In another portion of the pro- 
gram Alfred Aigler, Swiss Consul 
in St. ~.ouis, described the political 
structure and social customs of 
On subsequent Sun- 
days other consular officials will 
describe the countries they repre- 
sent. The speaker next week will 
be Dr. Georg Ahrens, German Con- 
sul. 


Employment for Handicapped 
Equals Last Year. 

The Employment Bureau for the 
Handicapped maintained by St. 
Louis Chapter, American Red 
Cross, has found work for as many 
persons during the first seven 
months of this year as in the same 
period last year, according to a re- 
port by Miss Julia Alsberg, director 
of the bureau. 

About 300 applications are pend- 
ing. Included, Miss Alsberg said, 
are clerks, salesmen, factory work- 
ers, office help, maintenance men 
and elevator operators. Although 
each is handicapped in some way, 
each is able to work in the classi- 
fication to which he has been as- 
signed. 

The bureau, located at 2221 Lo- 
cust street, is one of the Red Cross 
activities supported by the Com- 
munity Fund. 


U, $. MEDALS READY FOR 81 
IN BYRD’S ANTARCTIC PARTY 


Awards Sent by Secretary of Navy 
to Rear Admiral for Dis- 
tribution. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Medals 
in recognition of the work of the 
Byrd Antarctic expedition have 
been sent by Secretary of the Navy 
Adams to Rear Admiral Richard E. 
Byrd for distribution among the 
81 members of his party. The ac- 
tion was taken under congressional 
authorization of May 23, 1930. 

On the face of the medal is a 
likeness of Admiral Byrd in a 
polar explorer’s garb, with the in- 
scription: “Byrd Antarctic Expedi- 
tion—1928-1930.” 

On the other side. is a picture 
of one of the expedition’s ships and 
the words: ‘‘Presented to the offi- 
cers and men of the Byrd Ant- 
arctic expedition to express the 
high admiration in which the Con- 
gress and the American people hold 
their heroic and undaunted service 
in connection with the scientific 
investigations and extraordinary 
aerial explorations of the Antarctic 
continent.” 

Admiral Byrd and 65 others, in- 
cluding Russell Owen, newspaper 
reporter, will receive gold medals. 
Seven silver and nine bronze med- 
als also will be awarded.

Orchestra, Feature of Six- 
teénth Outing.

“Our picnic,” obéer.ed Ed Endi- 
cott yesterday as a cool gust of 
wind fluttered the leaves in Rod- 
enberg’s Park, 6200 North Broad- 
way, “is going to get some rain. 
It'll be cooler.” 

He did not say it “looked like 
rain.” He does not know what it 
looked like, for he has never scen, 
and the picnic was the outing giv- 
en every summer for the last 16 


years by the United Workers for 
the Blind for not only the meni- 
bers, but all the blind people in 
St. Louls and surrounding terri- 
tory. There were 300 of thein, 
and about as many more—reéla- 
tives and children—who could see. 

It did rain, but briefly, and it 
did get cooler, so that despite later 
showers, the picnickefs had an 
unusually pleasant day. They 
came from every section of St. 
Louis, the East Side, 8t. Charles 
and even Jefferson City, and many 
1 of them renewed acquaintance with 
friends they never meet except at 
the annual picnic. 

Several hundred spent most of 
the afternoon and evening in little 
groups at the tables under the 
trees. Lively groups they were, 
with a steady hum of chatter ris- 
ing to frequent laughter, and busy 
silences over the lunches. 

Many of them, guided by their 
children, drifted around to meet 
old friends, and they recognized 
even casual acquaintances by the 
voices readily as their children 
recognized the features. But the 
busiest and liveliest place of all 
was the dance floor. 

Yes, they danced, and they got 
around a crowded floor with very 
few collisions, despite the traffic 
hazards of the athietic hop that 
still persists on picnic grounds and 
steamboats. They abstained from 
the hop, and one partner in most 
couples could see, so that the blind 
got around smoothly. 

Orchestra of Blind Musictans. 

The orchestra that had them a)! 
dancing was made up entirely of 
blind musicians, They had studied 
by the Braille system, and they 
played all the current repertory 
and most of the perennials ftom 
memory and played them well. 

When the shower came up Endi- 
cott, chairman of the picnic com- 
mittee, gathered the  picnickers 
under the dance pavilion for their 
traditional community singing, and 
happy noises drowned out the 
sound of the wind and rain. 


Everything was free, or was sold 
at only a nominal charge to restrict 
children from too lusty a spree. 
Many of the United Workers are 
profitably employed in a variety 
of occupations—making or selling 
brooms under the Missouri Com- 
mission for the Blind, practicing 
law, tuning pianos, operating cigar 
stands or selling newspapers. The 
fortunately situated take care of 


those not so fortunate, and, in ex- 
treme cases, provide means (for 
them to get to the picnic grounds. 

Altogether, with free candy, ice 
cream, cigars and cigarettes the 
picnic costs $300, the treasurer, 
Mrs. Xena Johnson, estimated, 
“and would cost a -.iot more if it 
weren't for the donations by mer- 
chants and packers,’ she added. 
“Please say a word about them.” 

“And, don't forget the police, ’ 
added Endicott. “They’re mighty 
nice to us.” 


FATHER DUNNE’S COLORED 
ORPHANS’ HOME DEDICATED 


Archbishop Glennon Speaks Against 
Discriminations of Color in 
Religion, 

Father Dunne’s Colored Orphans’ 
Home, first institution of the Cath- 
olic Church for Negro boys here, 
was dedicated yesterday afternoon. 
It is at 3028 Washington boulevard, 
near Father Dunne’s Newsboys’ 
Home and Protectorate, but en- 
tirely separate from it. It has ac- 
commodations for 30 to 40 boys. 
Two boys, 7 and 9 years old, are 
the first residents. 

Archbishop Glennon, in his ad- 
dress at the dedication, spoke of 
the new home as providing care 
for homeless Negro boys, similar 
to that afforded for Negro girls by 
the orphanage of the Oblate Sisters 
of Providence at Normandy. 

The Archbishop told of the 
growth of Father Dunne’s News- 
boys’ Home, “beginning with some 
little place downtown between an 
ashcart and a garage.” “He has 
paid $25,000 for the new house for 
colored boys,” he said. “He has 
faith in God and he has friends 
all the way from New York to San 
Francisco who will help him.” 

Speaking against discriminations 
of color in religion, the Archbishop 
said that some of the saints of the 
church had black skins. 

“In the realm of bliss, in the 
church triumphant, is there a dis- 
tinction there?” he asked. “Are 
the colored people told to get off 
to one side? No. So here in the| 
kingdom of God on earth, let us 
remember there can be saints and 
sinners among the white and 
among the black.”

UNEMPLOYMENT CONFERENCES 


Reply to Union With Suggestion 
That It Take Up Matter With 
Individual Lines, 
By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Aug. %3.—The 


Evening Star says that the rall- 
roads have refused a request of the 
brotherhoods for a general confer- 
ence to discuss unemployment 
among rail workers. The brother- 
hoods, the paper adds, in a sharp 
reply last week through the con- 
ference of the Railway Labor Ex- 
ecutives’ Association, rejected a 
counter proposal by the roads that 
the question be taken up with the 
individual lines. They held this 
would be impracticable. .

MEN’S FAVORITES MAKE 
SUBSTANTIAL FARE 


Dependable Recipes for Cook- 
ing Spaghetti With Mush- 
rooms, and Macaroni. 


Almost every man likes spaghet- 
ti, and when it is combined with 
mushrooms it is doubly appealing. 
Macaroni and cheese is another 
favorite, and there are some men 
brave enough to attempt prepar- 
ing and baking these two dishes. 
All success to their efforts, and 
if the following recipes are fol- 
lowed they can not fail to suc- 
ceed! Both are well known items 
on the menu of a New York res- 
taurant which men from all parts 
of the country remember to ask 
for on return visits. 

Spaghetti With Mushrooms. 
Use fresh or canned mushrooms 
—one-half pound of the fresh, or 
a medium sized can of the canned 
ones. Rinse the fresh ones with 
cold water, cut off the stems, 
scrape them and cut in strips. Cut 
the caps in quarters. Break a nine 
ounce package of spaghetti in 
pieces and cook for 10 minutes in 
a large kettle of boiling, salted wa- 
ter. While this is cooking, melt 
three tablespoons butter in a 
saucepan, add the mushrooms, cov- 
er and cook slowly for about eight 
minutes. Drain the spaghetti 
when done, and rinse with cold wa- 
ter. Return to the saucepan, add 
one and a half cups milk, two ta- 
blespoons flour, one teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, one-quarter 
teaspoon pepper. Stir until boil- 
ing, then add the mushrooms and 
pour into a shallow, buttered bak- 
ing dish. Spread a layer of but- 
tered breadcrumbs over the _ top 


and then sprinkle with two table- 
spoons grated cheese. Bake in a 
hot oven—450 degrees—for 10 min- 
utes or until the top: is brown and 
the spaghetti bubbling. Serve hot. 
Macaroni and Cheese. 

Buy one-half pound sharp 
American cheese and a nine-ounce 
package of macaroni. Break the 
latter in pieces and cook in a large 
kettle of boiling salted water. for 
10 to 15 minutes. Drain, rinse 
with cold water and put back in 
the saucepan. Grate or cut the 
cheese in small pieces. Add half 
the cheese to the macaroni, togeth- 
er with three tablespoons flour, 
three tablespoons butter, one and 
one-half cups milk, one-quarter 
teaspoon pepper and extra salt if 
needed. Stir until the mixture is 
thickened and boiling. Pour into 
a buttered baking dish, spread the 
rest of the cheese over the top and 
bake in a moderate oven—350 de- 
grees—for 20 minutes, or until 
well browned. Have a rather shal- 
low dish for this, so that there 
will be a good expanse of surface 
to brown. 


SERVE CARROT RINGS 


Mashed Carrots Also Variation in 
Preparing Vegetable. 

Often members of the family, par- 
ticularly children, do not like car- 
rots. As they are valuable in food 
properties and inexpensive, it is 
worth an effort to popularize them. 

Carrot rings and mashed carrots 
may appeal. For the rings, slice 
carrots in thin, round pieces, put 
in a bowl and cover for a few 
minutes with beaten egg until the 
rings are well moistened. Lift out 
very carefully with a broad-bladed 
knife, coat with flour that has been 
salted and peppered, and fry in 
hot fat. 

Boil carrots until very tender, hav- 
ing first cut in small pieces. Drain 
well, mash thoroughly with butter. 
salt, pepper and just a dash of 
sugar. Beat with a fork until very 
light after mashing.

Two cups milk, ore cup cooked, 
whole wheat cereal, two  table- 
spoons butter, two eggs, oné-half| 
cup sugar, . one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon nutmeg, 
one teaspoon vanilla.

’ Cereal Fruit Mold. 

One-half cup \peaches, cut in 
small pieces, one-fourth cup sugar, 
two cups freshly-cooked whole 
wheat cereal. 

Add peaches and sugar to cereal. 
Put into six individual molds or 
custard cups. Chill until firm. Un- 
mold, serve with milk or cream. 
Note: Other fruits or berries may 
be used. 

Chocolate Cereal be i 

One-third cup uncooked whole 
wheat cereal, three-fourths cup of 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoon _  asalt, 
two tablespoons cocoa, four cups 
hot milk, one teaspoon vanilla. 

Mix dry ingredients together, stir 
slowly into hot milk. Cook in dou- 
ble boiler 30 minutes. Cool, add 
vanilla, then pour into mold. Chill 
until firm. Serves six. . 

Pineapple Icebox Cake. 

One-half cup butter, one cup of 
brown sugar, ofie-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one egg, well beaten, two cups 
grated pineapple, two cups cooked 
whole wheat cereal, one-half pound 
vanilla wafers. 

Cream butter and sugar, add salt 
and egg. Beat until light. Add 
the cooked cereaj] and pineapple, 
stirring well. Line mold with va- 
nilla wafers. Arrange cereal com- 
bination and wafers in layers, Chill 
in refrigerater 24 hours. Serves 
eight. Serve with whipped cream if 
desired. } 

Spiced Cup Cakes. 

Two tablespoons butter or other 
shortening, two-thirds cup sugar, 
one cup milk, two-thirds cup of 
cooked whole wheat cereal, one- 
half cup uncooked whole wheat 
cereal, two-thirds cup flour, one- 
half teaspoon cinnamon, one-half 
teaspoon cloves, one-half teaspoon 
nutmeg, one and one-half tea- 
spoons baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-half cup raisins. 
Cream shortening, add sugar, 
then milk and cooked cereal, stir- 
ring well. Sift dry ingredients and 
stir into mixture. Beat vigorously. 
Add raisins, put in greased pans 
and bake in moderate oven (350 
degrees F.) 30 minutes. Makes 12 
cakes,

Details Well Worth Remembering

Green corn should not be husked 
until just before cooked. Keep it 
in a cool place before husking.

Racing authorities said that Ksar 
actually won, in dollars and cents, 
about $200,000, but the value of 
the cups and plate awardei to the 
French horse brought his total 
earnings up to the amount claimed 
for him. 

They pointed out that if Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer of Binghampton, 
N. Y., owner of gallant old Sun 
Beau, desired to include the value 
of the cups and trophies the fa- 
mous son of Sun Briar-Beautiful 
Lady had won, his earnings might 
be stretched to $375,000. Sun Beau 
has won the Hawthorne gold cup, 
a valuable trophy, twice, and may 
do it again, for he is entered in 
the event to be decided at Haw- 
thorne in the fall.

BARCELONA, Spain, Aug. 3.— 


The Province of Catalonia is 
thought to have cast an overwhelm- 


ing ballot for autonomous astate- 
hood within the Republic of Spain. 

Unofficial estimates of the re- 
sults of yesterday’s plebiscite 
showed that about 400,000 of 680,- 
000 voters had declared in favor of 
a political statute sponsored by the 
party of Provisional President 
Francisco Macia. Ninety per cent 
of the voters are estimated to have 
gone to the polls. 

Macia addressed thousands of 
merrymakers, waving banners and 
singing songs to Catalonia, after 
results of the plebiscite became 
known. 

“Now Catalonia is free without 
any doubts,” he said. “The other 
regions will see that Catalonia is 
on their side in the battle for lib- 
erty. I will aid them if they wish.” 
The Basque and Galician provinces 
also desire autonomy. 

The statute will be submitted to 
National Assembly at Madrid 
ratification before becoming 
effective.

FOR THREE MONTHS 


Bank of International Settle- 
ments Provides One- 
Fourth Share of the $100,- 
000,000 Allowance.

BASEL, Switzerland, Aug. 3. 
Directors of the Bank for Interna-< 
tional Settlements today voted to 
renew for a maximum of three 


months the bank’s one-fourth share 
in the $100,000,000 rediscount 
credit to Germany which expires at 
the end of this week. 

The Bank of France, the Bank of 
England and the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York are equal sub- 
scribers to this credit. 

The directors also formally con- 
stituted a committee to inquire 
into the financial situation of Ger- 
many, setting the first meeting for 
next Saturday afternoon at Basel. 

This committee will elect ita own 
chairman and evolve its own 
method of procedure for studying 
Germany's immediate needs and 
the possibilities of converting some 
of the present short term credits 
into long term credits. 

Informed quarters here think it 
probable Albert H. Wiggin, chair- 
man of the governing board of the 
Chase National Bank of New York, 
will be chosen chairman of .the 
committee, and that after an or- 
ganization meeting here the com- 
mittee will move to Berlin. 

Kxamination of the bank’s sit- 
uation as of July 31 disclosed de- 
posits of 1,632,000,000 Swiss francs 
(about $318,240,000), a decrease of 
148,000,000 francs ($28,860,000) as 
compared with the previous month,

The Case Against Russian Lumber, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N an editorial of July 12 favoring the 
eee of lumber from Russia, the 
Post-Dispatch said: ‘Neither will imports 
of Russian lumber appear so dreadful 
when our people realize the impending 
depletion of American forests.” 

The lumber industry is in thorough 
sympathy with the maintenance of 
American forests, since they are the 
source of its material and of its existence. 

The chief reason why there has been 
forest depletion in the United States (out- 
side of the obvious one of the clearing of 
40 per cent of the original forest area 
to make room for the needs of civiliza- 
tion) is the fact that the growing of 
timber returns such a low percentage on 
the investment that forestry is unable to 
compete with other industries in this 
country. In conservative Europe, 2 or 3 
per cent, or even less, satisfies the own- 
ers, usually by inheritance, of the private 
forests of that continent. One of the 
chief factors in making forestry so poorly 
remunerative in this country has been 
the vast extent of nature’s bounty. Men 
¢annot be. expected to go into the costly 
business of raising forests when wgature 
has provided them freely. It is to be 
hoped that we are now reaching that 
Stage in the relation of forest supplies 
to the requirements for forest products 
The outlook, 
however, is not bright because so many 
other materials now compete with lumber 
and other wood products in fields which 
were once monopolized by them. The 
lumber consumption of the United States 
has fallen in 25 years from about 5v0 
feet per capita to approximately 200— 
in this exceptional current year it will 
only be about 150 feet. 

Such being the situation, the importa- 
tion of any considerable quantity of lum- 
ber from Russia will further curtail the 
domestic market, with the result that 
lumber prices will be forced to a point 
that will offer no encouragement what- 
ever to managed reforestation. This 
means that the admission of Russian 
lumber is equivalent to promoting the 
depletion of our forests and the discour- 
agement of their replacement. 

Although the quantity of lumber so far 
imported from Kussia is really negligible, 
the potentialities are extensive, and the 
shance for price-cutting unlimited, The 
Soviet Government confiscated all of the 
sawmills and timber owned by private 
persons or corporations before the revo- 
lution. In addition, of course, it took all 
the crown forests, and now owns the 
Breatest forest area in the world. It is 
fair to say, therefore, that it has no capi- 


tal investment in the Russian lumber in- | 


dustry except as to new mills, It can 
figure a ‘‘profit’” from any price in excess 
of the very low wages it pays those of 
its lumber workers who are not convicts 
or exiles, plus the cost of water transport 
to our seaboard. 

Such competition might easily de- 
moralize the American lumber industry, 
which normally employs, in its original 
stages alone, about 600,000 men.

-——and that industries that are dependent 
upon them will perish, together with a 
capital of many billions of dollars. That 
is one way of stopping forest depletion, 
but a rather painful and costly one,

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| NATURAL GAS AND THE STATE. 

In asserting its jurisdiction for rate making pur 
poses over natural gas brought into the State, the 
Missouri Public Service Commission is merely put- 
ting this utility in the same category with the other 
utilities. 

The commission’s point is that when natural gas 
is distributed in the State, as opposed to the same 
product merely going through the State, it has juris 
diction and can require the filing of rate schedules. 
The principle involved in this claim seems to have 
been established by a recent decision in the United 
States Supreme Court. The court held that natural 
gas distributed in the State of Ohio, although im- 
ported by pipe line from other states, was subject to 
State taxation, in this case a sales tax, a contention 
resisted by the utilities upon the score that theirs is 
an interstate and not an intrastate business. 

Up to this time there has been no regulation of 
natural gas in Missouri, though the Illinois commis- 
sion had within recent weeks demanded that all the 
natural gas companies distributing their product in 
the State file rate schedules. The effect of the dec 
laration made by the Missouri Commission will be, 
unless the natural gas companies can successfully re- 
sist the commission’s jurisdiction in the courts, to 
give it rate making powers within the limits of the 
Federal Constitution. The decision of the commis- 
sion, written by Chairman Stahl in the case of the 
Cities Service Co., a Doherty concern, says: 

Where the pipe line company offers to serve 
industries upon its line able to comply with its 
terms, it is engaged in the business of supplying 
local consumers and is in a local business, sub- 
ject to the police power of this State and the 
agencies of this State to which such police pow- 
er has been delegated. 

In most parts of the State where it operates 
the company has the only available supply of 
gas for industrial use. It cannot come into this 
State with a monopoly of natural gas for indus- 
trial uses, hold itself out to furnish gas to in- 
dustrial consumers generally for consumption by 
them, and, by labeling each sale a wholesale con- 
tract, claim that each of these contracts is in in- 
terstate commerce, over which the State or its 
agencies have no control. 

The law is clear that if the utility service is 
rendered directly to the consumer by the im- 
porter, the importer is engaged in intrastate 
business, or at least in interstate business of 
such a local character that it is subject to local 
regulation. | 

The gas pipe line or electric transmission line 
owner cannot escape local regulation through in- 
genious devices whereby he seeks to use the 
shield of the interstate commerce clause of the 
Constitution against the exercise of the State 
police power and at the same time enjoy in sub- 
stance the rights and privileges of engaging in 
the local distribution of gas or electricity. 

If a utility importing its gas or electric en- 
ergy distributes such gas or electricity through 
an agent, particularly one which it owns and 
controls, it distributes directly to the consumer 
itself. 

This is a sound public policy, one that can hardly 
| fail to be affirmed by law. The companies have held 
that only the Interstate Commerce Commission has 
|jurisdiction over them, a device by which they have 
(hitherto escaped State regulation. 
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NAME-CHANGING. 

This business of changing the names of famous 
old cities is sometimes confusing.

| AS TO RUSSIAN LUMBER. 
| The lumber spokesman whose letter appears on this 


| Page today admits that America’s imports of Russian 
timber are “really negligible.” He might well have 
| sald “infinitesimal.” In the last three years, Russia 
|has supplied from 1 to 3 per cent of our lumber im- 
‘ports. These have comprised less than one-eighth of 
1 per cent of this country’s total lumber consumption. 
In fact, the footage of Soviet lumber exports still is 
| below the pre-war figure. Meanwhile, other countries 
have increased their exports from 30 to 50 per cent. 
Yet we hear nothing of an embargo on lumiber from 
those other countries—Russia remains the bugaboo. 
| The major part of our lumber imports from Rtis- 
sia is spruce, whose depletion through the demands 
|of the paper industry is a familiar story. This coun- 
try is forced to buy large amounts of it abroad, 
while endeavoring to rehabilitate its own spruce for- 
ests. This imported spruce is raw materia), giving 
work to thousands of Americans in paper mills. The 


President of a paper firm testified at a recent Gov- 
ernment hearing that its importation “is not displac- 
ing the work of one single American laborer.” An em- 
bargo on Russian lumber as a stimulus to reforesta- 
tion is a novel argument. This backhanded method 
_would increase the price of lumber to the consumer 
as destruction of our forests proceeded, and the De- 
partment of Agriculture Says it is proceeding at a 
rate estimated to be “four times as rapid as natural 
growth.” We are sure our lumber interests are alert 
enough to encourage conservation without the need 
for such a drastic step. 

As to the price of Russian lumber, buyers have 
testified recently that it is actually costlier than do- 
mestic or Canadian timber. Trade agreements would 
eliminate any danger of dumping. The Russian, 
like other business men, wants to get the best possible 
Price for his product. If he cannot sell it without cut- 
iting prices, he does so, just as capitalist business does.

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THE MURDER OF CONSTABLE NEU. 


The murder of Deputy Constable Edward P. Neu 
has been carried on the county record for eight years 
as “an unsolved mystery.” It may confidently be 
asserted that, in the light of recent investigation 
made by the Post-Dispatch, that the mystery may be 
solved. Prosecuting Attorney Castlen has reopened 
the case. The information now available warrants 
the belief that the murderers will be indicted and 
brought to justice. 

That information, welded together from the story 
of the Government’s witness, Ray Renard, in the mail 
robbery case, and the facts of the murder as related 
by eyewitnesses, constitutes evidence so convincing 
as to demand the action undertaken by the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney. 

Renard’s story described the drive back from Fen- 
ton to “ditch” the Cadillac car used in the robbery 
and, presumably, to transfer the loot exceeding $200,- 
000 from Fenton to a more secure hiding place. 
Renard, according to his story, was ahead in his 
own car, followed by the Cadillac. At the city limits, 
only a nine-mile drive, he waited for the Cadil- 
lac 30 to 45 minutes and then drove back to look 
for it.. He finally saw the Cadillac surrounded by 
a crowd and, fearing his associates had gotten into 
trouble, he turned around and sped into town. 

Two of the men in the Cadillac car were iden- 
tified by Renard on the witness stand. One was 
Roy Tipton, convicted in the mail robbery trial, and 
subsequently released from Leavenworth by the in- 
tervention of State S#nator Kinney, and transferred 
to the penitentiary at Jefferson City for another 
crime from which he will be eligible for parole next 
January. Another man in the Cadillac, identified by 
Renard, was “Dizzy” Daniels, now serving a sentence 
in the Missouri penitentiary for the murder of a po 
liceman. 

Eyewitnesses of the murder of Deputy Constable 
Neu were heard in the Post-Dispatch on Saturday. 
One of them is John P. Neu, a brother of the slain 
officer. The other is Walter Julian, proprietor of a 
road house at Lexington avenue and Gravois road. 
Neu and Julian were standing in front of the lat- 
ter’s place on that April night in 1923 when they 
saw two cars roaring along Gravois at high speed. 
Constable Neu, as traffic officer, overtook them on 
his motor cycle. One of the cars was a Cadillac in 
which there were four or five men. Only one man, 
the driver, was in the car ahead, which slowed down 
when the Cadillac was stopped and backed to the 
Cadillac. What happened then was told at the time, 
of the murder as those eyewitnesses now relate. Two 
shots from the Cadillac struck the Deputy Constable, 
who reeled and fell. Meantime, the driver of the 
first car had reached the fallen Constable, who 
begged, “For God’s sake, don't shoot any more!” The 
‘gangster answered the plea for mercy by placing his 
| gun within a foot of the dying man’s mouth and 
| shooting him down like a dog. Then the gangsters, 
|abandoning the Cadillac, piled into the lone driver's 
'car and sped away, firing a fusillade as they fled. 

No more wanton murder was ever committed in 
local annals than the killing of Deputy Constable 
Neu. 
| What was not known then is known now. The 
' gangsters, according to their perverted light, had to 
kill Deputy Constable Neu. They could not submit 
'to arrest for speeding. They could not be held for 
/any examination. They were in the mail robbers’ 
car. They had the loot on their persons. They had 
‘to get away at any price. The price was the life of 
| Deputy Constable Neu, an unavoidable sequence to 
| the robbery of the mail, in the grisly logic of gang- 
'sterdom. 
| Such is the evidence against the Egan gangsters. 
| Prosecuting Attorney Castlen has a fine opportunity

FLORIDA’S RECORD GASOLINE TAX. 


| In the furious contest among the states as to which 
can pile the heaviest tax on the auto driver, Florida 
| gained first honors Saturday when her 7-cent gaso- 
,line levy took effect. At the present low price of 
motor fuel, this amounts to a tax of more than 100 
| per cent on the cheaper grades. We are aware of no 
|levy approaching this in the country’s entire tax 
structure. The gasoline tax has been highly useful 
_in building the nation’s highway system. It has been 
popular among the states, since its collection cost is 
lower than any other levy. Motorists have paid it 
cheerfully, but rebellion has become apparent since 
Legislatures started vying with one another in revis- 
ing the rates upward. The people of Maine recently 
put through a referendum petition in protest against 
an increase from 4 to 5 cents. The tax was blocked 
until September, 1932, when a State-wide vote will 
be held. The voters of Arizona rejected a similar 
increase last Novem®er. Motor manufacture is 
among the major industries that are expected to lead 
the way to recovery. To place an additional burden 
on its consumers is to put an obstacle in the way of 
progress. Such a tax as Florida’s may be expected 
to bring about a decrease in the use of gasoline, to 
the detriment of both the State Treasury and pri- 
vate business.

It is admitted by all that we have not 
enough medical schools in America today, 
and that four out of five properly equipped 
applicants are being refused admission to 
the freshman classes throughout the coun- 
try each year. This brings to the schools 
the accusation that they are not facing the 
main problem, which is to supply the 
American people with well trained phy- 
sicians in sufficient numbers. The resulting 
shortage of physicians already presents a 
serious problem in many parts of the states. 
Another result of this situation is that 
osteopaths and chiropractors are using our 
textbooks and attending our clinics, and 
some of them have acquired a fair technic 
in modern surgery, medicine and the spe- 
clalities. This is particularly to be deplored

The physician of today is a scholarly gen- 


tleman with many letters after his name, 


whose average age at the end of his in- 
terneship is 28. He believes only what can 
be proved. The opinions of a man who 
has had 30 years of experience mean noth- 
ing to him unless these opinions can be 
backed up by demonstrations. The “doc” 
is rapidly disappearing and the doctor is 
taking his place, 

The general practitioner was the big man 
in medicine 30 years ago. Today he is in 
an unfortunate position for many reasons. 
(1) He is the only doctor who has little 
leisure and therefore finds it hard to keep 
abreast of modern medical literature. Even 
if he had. the time, his work covers all 
branches of medicine, and no man can 
have an intimate -understanding of all 
branches of modern medicine. (2) His eco- 
nomic plight is even worse. If he is consci- 
entious, he sends a large number of pa- 
tients to specialists and calls for camsulta- 
tions for a large percentage of the remaip- 
ing patients. This makes of him a recefv- 
ing clerk who is continually distributing 
patients to the various specialists. 


This condition will probably correct itself. 
The graduate of today is equipped for prac- 


tice in a manner undreamed of 30 years. 


ago. He will be somewhat of a specialist 
even if he attempts to go into general prac- 
tice. He will have “leanings” toward a cer- 
tain specialty, will maintain his knowledge 
of literature on this spécialty, will treat all 
the patients who come under that classifi- 
cation and will even receive referred pa- 
tients in that specialty from neighboring 
doctors, as he grows older. The general 
practitioner is probably doomed even in re- 
mote districts. This is particularly true of 
the next generation, who will build so many 
roads that there will be no remote districts. 

The future looks very bright for the 
medical man. The man with a poor medi- 
cal and pre-medical education will soon be 
gone. In his place we will have a man with 
a pre-medical degree and an immensely 
superior medical education. The public will 
be quick to grasp the fact that medical 
men have become superior. Conditions of 
practice will improve as the physician's 
standing in the community improves; but 
that is not all. 

There are many questions before the 
American people today being debated by 
lawyers, preachers, social service workers 
and legislators that can be properly under- 
stood only by the practicing physician, The 
question of tuberculosia, syphilis, al¢ohol, 
poverty, prostitution and the slums of the 
big cities that result from these causes, can 
be understood only by @ physician. Future 
generations will probably recognize the fact,
